A largo pUgrlmage from ShorlirooJco, 
Windsor Mills and Rlohraond bad left 
tho lattar town for tho famous Catholio 
»hrlno of St. Anno doBoaupro. The train 
•arrylng tho pilgrims waa divided into 
.two BOütloüB, ono running a few minute« 
behind tho other. Tho first seotlon reached 
Crags Road about 3 o'clock, and itoppod 
at tho tank to take water. Duo prooau- 
.tlttns wero taken, and tho Bomaphoro won 
thrown to mark '^danger" against tho fol- 
lowing train. 


Only the trainmen wore asti». The Pull- 
man In the rear was wrapped in Bllono«, 
the iilcepori all unoonscloui óf tho to^- 
rlble fato that was rushing upon thorn. 
Suddenly tho sooond section, whloh had 
passed tho somaphoro at full speed, dashed 
into the roar Pullman of tho ürat aootlon. 
The engine ombcddod itself In tho sloHpftr 
and tho latter plunged forward and par- 
tially telesuopod tho nuxt car In front. 


Every berth In the slooper was filled, 
ADd many of the occupants wore klllod as 
they slept. Others awoko to tbuir borri- 
bio surroundings maimed, bleeding and 
brulsod, conscious o£ little olao but the 
agony that rnfiked tbem. It was a torrl- 
blc Bcene. The cries and moans of tho 
wounded and dying pierced tho air on 
all sides, whllo as a canopy that served as 
a veil to the tragody tho steam from the 
shattered 
engine rose In clouds 
that 
blinded all observation for the time boiug. 


The reason why tho sooond seotion did 
not observe the danger signal will proba- 
bly never bo known, as both tho onglnocr 
and üromoji wero klllod. It is bellcvod, 
howovor, that tho engineer, MoLeod, hod 
fallen asleep at his post, No othor oKpla- 
nation sooms possible, as thoro evidently 
had bc.m no attempt to stop the speed of 
tho onrushing train. 


Tho Pullman oonduotoi, Miu Moore 
Wood, had a narrow escape. Ho had luck- 
ily stopped out on the roar platform Just 
In timo to see tho oncomÍUj< train and 
Jump. Ho thus oscapod injury. Tho tìn- 
gine of the colliding train soumed to rear 
upi then turned completely ovor. Tho rest 
of the sooond train was derailed and badly 
smaahed up. In an instant after the crash 
the air was flllyd with the shrloks and 
groans of the Injured and Impriboned pas- 
sengers. The few train hands and station 
omployoB on thoypotGot to work manfully 
and extricated the passongers os quickly 
as pDSslblo.

A REMARKABLE DISEASE, 


It U FnzxUnff the PhynloUns »t th« P«nn- 
sylvantn &tf\to HoiipItKl» 


Well^rouo» Pa., July 10.—Tho physl- 
dans attached to tho stato hospital at 
Blossburg, thla county, are tryinit to 
solve tho mvBtory 'sarrotindln^ pooullnr 
cases of apparent poisoning that havo 
boon brought to tholr afct-ontlon. A few 
days affo Jacob Ilymakf^ of Bloseburg, 
dlPd, proRumably, from, the ofiocts of a 
blto from some Inaoot, tsA ho stated that 
he felt a sting undar his eye soon after 
going to bed. Ho died two days aftei^ 
ward. 8lnoo that tlmo there have boon 
throe similar oasfts in that town, one cf 
them provlnrf^utai. luthocaaoof Uymska 
tho patient's head swollod to enormous 
proportions and his d o ^ was caused by 
sutTonation occaaloneft 'by the terrible 
swelling, 


Ijast weok tlonpy Dr^e, of Richmond, 
*vas taken to tho state hospital sulTering 
from tho offootn of a poisonous bite ontho 
top of his bald hoad. His oyea were swol- 
len shut, his hoivd was greatly iwollen, 
and it is considered a dangerous caae, al- 
though ho now Bcoms to bo Improving; 


Joseph Wituskl, » workman In the 
Bloaaburg tannery, thought bo had boon 
bitten on tho cheek by a mosquito ro- 
contly, but tho small pimplo continued to 
swell until tho man's hoi^ was a sight to 
behold. Ho suiforod torrlble pain, but re- 
covered. 


Tho 3-yoar-old child of Jacob Loslnlookl, 
also of Blossburg, died from the same 
cause. 
A small pimple appeared under 
tho child's loft eye. Two days later tho 
llttlo one's head was swollen to romarka- 
blo proportions, ond death followed in 
groat agony. 


In all of tho four cacps mentioned there 
was a small pimplo discharging a watery 
fluid, and tho head of tho patlcntj swelled 
to a romarkablo size. In tho fatal oases 
tho bodies turned to a dark color almost 
immodlatoly after doath. It la reported 
that a number of cattlo have dlod in that 
refflon lately with tho samo mysterious 
•ymptom«. The people of tho neighbor 
hood ore excited, »on^ claiming that a 
poisonous fiy has boon Imported, while 
others maintain that it ifl a plaguo and not 
tho bit« oC an insect.

HE largest soft bread bakery 
in tho world is located in Bel- 
fast, Ireland, while tho next 
most oxtensivo plant is lo-^ 
cated in Rrooklyu, N. Y. 
What is 
meant by tho term "soft** bread bak- 
ery is that nothing but bread is baked 
on the premises. 
Crackers, sea bis- 
cuits, i^ies, cakes and the almost end- 
less variety of products of tho average 
bakeshops are not made iu this estab- 
lishment. 


Some idea of the magnitude of this 
business, says tho Brooklyn Eafjle, 


declared (truthfully) that he knew I can be had from the statement that 
nothing about it.

w o r d 
p a i n t e r ' ^^om its forty ovens the product of 
^^ 
' 2000 barrels of flour is distributed 
each week in this city, New York aud 
tho vicinity. 
This is at the rate of 
101,000 barrels per annum, and signi- 


he proved a decided failure, consider 
ing the adventures which they expect- 
ed him recount.

To partially 
6U2)ply the 
million of i^eople who do not make 
thoir own bread, but who depend on 
the baker for the staff of life, over 
three hundred ¡Deople are emi^loyed in 
the various departments. 


The first relay of workmen makes 
its appearance at 3 o'clock in 
the 
morning. 
These are the men who 
set the sponge for the following night's 
work. 
At 5.30 the men who work ex- 
clusively on rye bread come on duty 
and remain until six in the afternoon. 
These two gangs constitute the entire 
day force. 
To these men is delegated 
the duty of getting 
everything 
in 
readiness for a large force of bakers, 
who make their appearance at 6 p. m., 
when the real work of tho establish- 
ment may be said to begin. The Hour, 
which will soon come from tho ovens 
iu various shapes, has been sifted iu 
the storerooms overhead. 
Following 
this, it passes through the 
several 
aerating machines and is sent below, 
through several great chutes, which 
lead to various sections of tho bake 
shop ñoor in the basement. Here it is 
again put in barrels, where it is left to 
settle and cool until it reaches the 
proper condition to be run through 
the mixing machines. 


The sponge, which has been set dur- 
ing the day, is distributed in loug, 
deep wooden troughs, situated in lo- 
calities 
convenient 
to 
the 
work 
benches. 
Its transfer to and from the 
mixers is one of the most interesting 
details of the entire bread making 
process. 
Every 
thrifty 
housewiie 
knows 
the 
consistency 
of 
bread 
sponge, but can, with difficulty, real- 
ize that it requires the services of sev- 
eral stalwart men and a large cart to 
carry the sponge of one baking from 
the trough to the macniues. This cart 
contains possibly live huulred pounds 
of solid, unwieldy bread dough, which 
is dumped into a revolving cylinder, 
the interior of which has been treated 
precisely as the housewifa treats her 
shining pans when about to bake a 
batch of bread. 
When the s^^onge is 
once in the mixer, the various ingre- 
dients, including milk, water and salt, 
are exactly and carefully added, and 
the mass is allowed to stand for a few 
moments, when it is ready for the 
flour. Again would the average house- 
wife be astonished at the manner in 
which the 
flour 
is added 
to 
the 
sijonge. 


No scoop, 
dipper, pan nor 
pail 
would answer the requirements of this 
gigantic si^onge. 
Strong men pick up 
an open barrel and toss the entire con- 
tents into the mixer. Barrel alter bar- 
rel follows in quick succession, until 
nearly 1200 pounds have been thus 
distributed. 
The machine is started 
and thus begins the Urst step in the 
kneading process. 
As the cylinder 
slowly revolves, the kneading being 
assisted by ii jn arms which revolve 
inside the chamber in oi}posite direc- 
tions. 
iSo that tho mixing may be 
more thoroughly and quickly done, 
the head baker (¿tauds by to stop the 
machine. 
As soon as tne dough has 
reached a consistency in which it can 
];e taken out in great masses of from 
eighty 
to l':0 pounds, it is again 
leaded into the curt and taken back to 
the troughs to-raise. 


A very interesting feature is the 
actual kneading of the various shaped 
loaves, their transfer to the ovens in 
a raw state, and their exit therefrom, 
brown, plump and giving out a i^un- 
gent aud pleusant aroma. 


When tho dough has ^'raised" suf- 
ficiently the buby time in bread mak- 
ing is at hand. 
At each work bench 
is stationed a man who weighs the 
dough which makes up each loaf. The 
scales are unerring and the loavtts 
consequently never vary in size. Each 
kind of bread has a seiJarate scale, 
and a separate crowd of bakers, who 
have become so proficient that where 
eight or ten are working at one bench 
it is impossible to distinguish one loaf 
from another, either before or after 


reached oven proof tho hand kneading 
and rolling process begins. 
Praoticod 
hands boat it and roll it, playing what 
may bo likened unto ft drum chorus,' 
as they rapidly prepare it for the oven. 


Much of tho bread is bakod iu pans, 
yet there are several of tho popular 
shaped and higher priced varieties 
which are baked on tho oven bottom. 


There is practically no waste in tho 
manufacturo of broad, Tho sweepings 
which accumulate ou tho store houso 
floor and iu tho bakeshop are sold to 
iron molders, who utilize thom 
ia 
dusting iu the prdcoss of 
casting. 
Paste makers are also ready purchas- 
ers of this refuse, and no inconsider- 
able }iortion is disposed of to farmers 
who feed it to their hogs. 
It is in tho 
bread that tho company takes back 
from its customers that a frightful 
and unnecessary waste occurs. 
Des- 
pite tho established truth that etalo 
bread is most healthful and 
nutri- 
tious, notwithstanding tho opinion of 
the best medical authorities and the 
results of scientific demonstration that 
bread should not bo oaten until it be- 
comes dry, tho Amorican people de- 
maud that it be fresh aud will havo 
none other, and so this bread is sold 
to Italians at about one-fifth of its 
actual cost.

In order to realize the dangers to 
health which may arise from neglect 
of our larders, we cannot do better 
than give some consideration to tho 
local government's reports on food 
IDoisoning. 
Therein may be found 
every detail, from the deadly foaat

Tho 
repetition of cases is truly bewilder- 
ing. 
There is the "Wholesale Poison- 
ing of a Family," '^Poisoning of a 
Wedding Party,'* the sausage case, the 
brawn case, the pork pio case, poison- 
ing by sardines, 
tinned meats, etc. 
In these cases tho poison has noli been 
placed in the food by any murdeious 
hand; but, manufactured in the damp 
and dim recesses of the cellar, 
or 
larder, or in badly closed tins, it flnds 
its own way to the food with all the 
subtlety of an invisible agent, acting 
in simple obedience to a natural law. 
To take one of the many cases; 


A family who had hot leg of pork 
for dinner one Sunday were well on 
the following day. 
Un that Monday 
one or two members of the family ate 
the cold pork for dinner again, and 
were attacked with illness from seven 
to nineteen hours later. 
Now, in tho 
evening of the same day, two other 
persons partook of the pork and de- 
veloped symptoms of poisoning after 
an interval of only four hours. 
Tho 
poison at the end of the day had be- 
come more intense as the day wore, 
consequently the supper proved fatal, 
and those two persons died.

Toft of Coal Fixed by Law^ 
One of the laws of widespread inter- 
est in Pennsylvania signed recently by 
the Governor is that fixing 2240 pounds 
as a ton of coaK 
Dealers who sell less 
thati that can tiow be fined^ In some 
parts of the Slate dealers have been 
giving only 2000 pounds for a ton,and 
the complaining housekeeper could not 
easily get redress. 
Now the exact ton 
is fixed by law and coal dealers will 
have to look sharp lest they tumble in- 
to a trap by giving light weight. 
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The custom officials in Montreal ex- 
pect to make an important arrest in a 
few days in connection with the smug- 
gling of Chinamen from Canada into 
the TJnited States. 
Within four months 
it is estimated that fully 300 Chinamen 
have been smuggled across the line at' 
various places. 
The smugglers have 
grown so bold and the ojjerations so 
extensive that the authorities at Wash- 
ington decided on immediate action, 
and sent twelve secret service men to 
word up the case. 
They have made 
Montreal their headquarters and have 
obtained much evidence. 


Last Wednesday it was learne(3 that 
the captain of a lumber boat had ar- 
ranged to convey 14 Chinamen from 
Seoul, Que., to Troy, N. Y. 
The cap- 
tain succeeded in eluding the secret 
service officers and getting to Troy. If 
he crosses into American waters again 
he will be arrested. 


Some time ago a barge of lumber 
was seized at Troy by United States 
officials, who suspected that it carried 
contraband goods. 
When the lumber

He then gave the 
alarm. 
It is likely that had he been 
asleep soundly he Vould have been 
cremated, and the building destroyed. 
Again Mr. Hinkle was very fortunate 
to get his stock of jewelry, watches, 
clock, etc., out of the room without 
any damage or loss whatever, having 
had no insurance on the stock. 
And 
lastly, it WAS very fortunate that the 
building was saved with compartively 
no loss,for the fire broke out in a place 
that, were it not for Mr. Hinkle's 
presence in the room, would not have 
been discovered until it would have 
i^ained so much headway that it would 
have been beyond control. 
The fire 
broke out among some boxes and bar- 
rels, and how it caught will be, per- 
haps, forever a matter of conjecture. 


Mr. Hinkle is again occupying the 
room, and is ready for business at all 
times.

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The most disastrous freight wreck 
that has ever occurred on the Piltsb'^r 
Division of the Pennsylvania Railroad 
happened at a point one mile east ot 
Greensburg early Sunday morninp:. 
A 
west-bound engine, drawing fourteen 
cars jumped the track and fell over in 
the south track. 
A moment later an 
east-bound local freight dashed into the 
wreck and eighteen 
cars, laden 
with 
hogs,cattle and merchandise,were piled 
up. 
There were about looo hogs on 
the train and 300 of them were killed 
outright and 100 others were crippled 
and had to be shot. Two cars contain- 
ed cattle and the greater portion of 
them 
were killed. 
The 
east-bound 
freight engine, just before it dashed in- 
to the wreck,struck an unknown Italian 
and he was cut to pieces under 
the 
wheels. 
The 
engineer 
and 
fireman 
sprung from their cab just in lime to 
save their lives. 
The cattle and hogs 
were owned by James Burrows,of Ohio, 
and were consigned to the Philadelphia 
market. 
The merchandise, four or five 
carloads, was consigned by Pittsburg 
merchants to dealers at various points 
along the line. 
The wreck was caused 
by a broken brake bar. 
The loss is es- 
timated at 3100,000.

The historic bottlefield of Gottya 
burg will soon br* made easily accessi 
'ble bv an elf^ctric railroad, tho plans 
for which have been made by E. M. 
Hoffer, of Hummelstown. 
The orig- 
inal idea of Mr. Hoffer was to build 
the road over the entire battlefield, 
but he met with so many obstacles in 
the wav tif exorbitant demands that 
he abandohed that part embracing the 
first days 
fight. 
Tbe road, when 
finished) will start from the square 
in Gettysburg, run out the Balti- 
more pike, pass Cemetery bill, en- 
circle tbe National Cemetery, thence 
along tho Emmit.-^burg road to the 
Peach Orchard, through the Wheat- 
field to Devil's Den, and through the 
Valloy of Death to Little Round Top 
park. 
The return will be made viu 
the Bloody Angle and Hancock avenue 
to Gettysburg. 
The line takes in all 
of the important and historic points 
of the entire second and third day's 
fight. 
The length of the road will 
cover eight miles and the coat will be 
about $170,000. 
Stations will 
bo 
erected 
at 
most of the important 
points and competent guides will be 
locnted there fully acquainted with 
tho stirrir»' events. 
Mr. Hoffer ex- 
pects to have the road completed and 
in running order by June 1. 


A Washington dispatch to tliePhil- 
adeljihia Press says: It now transpires 
that in addition to his opposition to 
Geo.

If this rule is enforced, York will 
send SIX conferrees to the District 
Convention, and in case the other two 
counties unite with their six confer- 
rees, two delegates will go to Minne- 
apolis asking recognition as repre- 
senting the Nineteenth Pennsylvania 
district.

Gettysburg battlefield 
Turk. 


Senator Hawloy has introduced in- 
to the Senate a bill to mark and pre 
serve the battlefield of Gettysburg, 
which is similar in its provisions to 
the act of the last Congress creating 
a national park out of tho Chicha* 
mauga battlefield. 
The bill provides 
for tho purchase of lands on the Get- 
tysburg field occupied by the two 
armies, "that the tactical evolutions 
of tbe armies engaged may bo pre- 
served for tbe proper exemplifieation 
and scientific study of that battle;'* 
for constructing bridges, driveways 
and fetcing; and for erecting endur- 
ing tablets with brief historic legends, 
"compiled without praise or censure, 
and expressed in impartial language." 
The Secretary of War is authorized 
to acquire the necessary lands by 
purchase or condemnation. The lands 
and improvementa are to bo known 
as "The Gettysburg National Park," 
and are to bo under the control of tho 
Secretary of the War. 
The Secretary 
is directed to appoint three Commis- 
sioners to direct the Park, two of 
whom shall have been active partici- 
pants in the battle of Gettysburg, on© 
in each of tbe contending armies. 
One of these is to serve as Secretary 
of tho Commission, and the other 
must be versed in the law and com- 
petent to attend to its legal require- 
ments. 
The third Commissioner to 
be appointed must be a "person gen- 
erally recognized to be best informed 
in the details and history of the bat 
tie, and best qualified to consul with 
veterans engaged in that battle in de- 
termining and marking the positions 
on that field of their several com- 
mands, episodes of the battle, and im- 
}u)rtant tactical 
evolutions.'* 
This 
Commissioner is to be regarded as the 
historian of the Commission and is to 
preside at its meetings. 
Provision is 
made for the protection of the pro- 
tection of the grounds, monuments, 
statues, etc., and an appropriation of 
$125,000 is made to cairy the bill in- 
to effect. 


This bill differs in certain material 
rt spects from the bill offered in the 
last Congress and is an improvement 
upon it. 
Tho bill, it maj be safely 
assured, will pass tho Senate, and tho 
impression is that it may be passed 
through tbe House also.

if running twelve miles an hour, can 
be stopped within a distance of four 
feet. 


The variable speed ranges from 
three to sixteen miles an hour, the 
normal rates being three, six and ten 
miles. 
To obtain these diilerent rates 
the motor does not change its speed. 
The increase is made in the gearing, 
which is alternately raNvhide and iron 
and runs (]uite still. 
To obtain a 
greater speed than ten miles an hour, 
the pressing of the button at the front 
of the seat will increase the speed of 
the motor. The mechanism runs upon 
ball bearings wherever possible, and 
otherwise metaline bearings are used, 
rendering oiling unnecessary. 


The motor has a driving capacity of 
four-horde power and what is usually 
termed a gasoline motor. 
It is com- 
pactly located in the box of the body,
